With  the 
"collector  coin"  market  showing  signs  of  increasing  strength,  Aaron 
Feldman's  advice-  "Buy  the  book  before  the  coin."-  is  probably  more 
apropos  than  ever  before. 

It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  receive  the  many  comments  regarding  the 
layout  of  our  sale  catalogs  and  the  accuracy  of  our  grading.  In  order 
to  give  you,  the  bidder,  a fair  and  accurate  description  of  the  book 
or  catalog,  we  use  the  industry  standard  descriptors.  They  are  as 
follows : 

MINT A.S  published  - no  signs  of  wear. 

NEAR  MINT--Some  slight  defect,  usually  noted  in  this  catalog. 

VERY  FINE--Shows  the  slightest  wear , foxing, scuff-mark, crease, 
spotting,  etc.

Intermediate  grades  are  used  and  indicated  by  a plus(+)  sign.  This 
indicates  that  there  is  a defect  but  that  the  rest  of  the  book  is  in  a 
higher  grade.
